Constitution 


Article 

Title 

Section  i.  The  title  of  the  Club  shall  be 
the  “SalmagTincli  Club.” 

Object 

Sfxtion  2.  The  object  of  the  Club  shall 
be  the  advancement  of  Art,  by  means  of  social 
intercourse  between  Artists  and  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  Arts. 

Membership 

Section  3.  The  membership  shall  consist 
of  Painters,  Sculptors,  Architects,  Engravers, 
Illustrators,  Musicians,  Authors  and  Ama¬ 
teurs  of  Art. 

Definition  of  Artist 

Section  4.  This  Club  recognizes  as  an 
Artist  one  who  practices  any  of  the  Fine  Arts 
or  their  branches.  Architecture,  Sculpture, 
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Painting,  Illustrating  or  Engraving,  and 
whose  work  has  been  accepted  in  any  repu¬ 
table  fine  art  institution. 

airticle  ll 

Officers — Committees — Election — 

Vacancies 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall 
be  a  President,  a  First  and  a  Second  Vice- 
President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Libra¬ 
rian,  five  Trustees,  an  Executive  Committee, 
Committee  on  Admissions,  Art  Committee, 
House  Committee,  Entertainment  Committee 
and  Library  Committee.  They  shall  be 
elected  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  By-Laws.  Any  vacanc}^  in 
office  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

President 

Section  2.  The  President  of  this  Club 
shall  be  an  artist,  and  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Club.  In  case  of  an  equal 
division  on  any  question  he  shall  have  a  cast¬ 
ing  vote.  He  shall  annually,  in  a  written  re¬ 
port,  give  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
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Club.  He  sliall  be  cx-officio  member  of  all 
committees. 


Vice-Presidents 

Section  3.  The  F'irst  Vice-President  shall 
be  an  artist,  and  the  Second  Vice-President 
shall  be  a  layman.  The  former  shall  dis¬ 
charge  the  duties  of  the  President  in  his  ab¬ 
sence,  and  the  latter  in  the  absence  of  both 
the  others. 

Corresponding  Secretary 

Section  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  receive  and  answer  all  communications, 
notify  members  of  their  election,  and  sign  all 
notices  issued  by  the  Club. 

Recording  Secretary 

Section  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Club  and  the  roll  of  members. 

Treasurer — Auditing  Committee 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect, 
and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  disburse  the  funds,  except  in  the 
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case  of  the  Library  Committee,  which  shall 
elect  its  own  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  and 
disburse  the  library  fund.  He  shall  furnish 
a  printed  report  at  every  Annual  Meeting, 
and  oftener,  if  required,  on  the  state  of  the 
funds.  His  accounts  shall  be  audited  twice  a 
year  by  a  committee  of  three,  appointed  by 
the  President  at  any  meeting. 

Executive  Committee — Trustees — 
Limit  of  Expenditures 

Section  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  President,  the  First  and  Second 
Vice-Presidents,  the  Treasurer,  the  Corres¬ 
ponding  and  the  Recording  Secretaries,  and 
the  Chairmen  of  Committees  elected  annually. 
They  shall  choose  five  of  their  number  to  act 
as  Trustees  of  the  Club.  They  shall  have 
general  charge  of  the  affairs,  funds  and  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Club.  There  shall  always  be  a 
majority  of  artists  on  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee.  Any  sum  greater  than  fifty  dollars  shall 
be  expended  only  by  their  direction.  This  rule 
shall  not  apply  to  the  House  Committee,  ex¬ 
cept  as  provided  for  in  Section  8,  of  Article 
H.  of  the  By-Laws.  They  may  remit  the  dues 
of  any  member  for  such  cause,  and  for  such 
time  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall 
report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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Membership 

Section  8.  At  no  time  shall  the  number  of 
lay  members  exceed  the  number  of  artist  mem¬ 
bers. 

Amendments — Quorum  for  Amendments 

Section  9.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  by  a  two-tbirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  a  regular  meeting,  but  the  quorum 
necessary  for  that  purpose  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  fort}^  members,  and  such  proposed 
amendments  must  be  offered  and  posted  at  a 
previous  meeting.

Article  I. 

Meetings — Annual  Meeting — Nominating 
Committee 

Section  i.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Club  for  the  election  of  officers  and  other  busi¬ 
ness  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Friday  in  March, 
at  8:30  p.  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  At  the 
regular  meeting  on  the  first  Friday  in  January 
a  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  elected  as 
follows :  Each  member  shall  write  the  names 
of  seven  members  on  a  ballot.  The  ballots 
shall  be  counted,  and  the  seven  names  re¬ 
ceiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  form 
the  Nominating  Committee.  The  said  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible,  and  shall, 
before  the  first  Friday  in  February,  post  a  list 
of  the  names  of  members  selected  by  them  to 
be  voted  on  as  officers  of  the  Club  at  the  en¬ 
suing  annual  election.  This  By-Law  shall  in 
no  way  prevent  the  consideration  or  election 
of  other  candidates  otherwise  nominated. 
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Monthly  Meeting 

SECTION  2.  The  monthly  meeting  for  elec¬ 
tion  of  members  and  other  business  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month  (except 
during  July,  August  and  September),  at  8:30 

Order  of  Business 

wSi-xTiox  3.  The  order  of  business  shall  be: 
Reading  the  minutes,  balloting  for  members, 
reports  of  committees,  general  business. 

Special  Meetings 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called 
by  the  President  at  the  written  request  of  not 
less  than  six  members. 

Quorum 

Section  5.  Twenty-five  members  of  the 
Club  shaM  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  business 
meeting,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  Sec¬ 
tion  9  of  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution. 

article  ll. 

Committees — Committee  on  Admissions 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  consist  of  ten  members,  of  which  the 
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Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and 
three-fifths  of  its  members  shall  be  Artists. 

Recommendation  of  Candidates 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to 
membership|in  the  Club  unless  he  shall  have 
been  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Ad¬ 
missions  on  the  proposal  of  some  member  not 
belonging  to  that  Committee.  They  shall  re¬ 
ceive  and  consider  all  communications  in  ref¬ 
erence  thereto,  and  make  careful  examination 
as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate.  Two 
negative  votes  shall  prevent  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  any  candidate  for  membership. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Committee  shall  be 
confidential. 

Letters  from  Proposer  and  Seconders 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Admissions 
may  require  letters  as  to  the  qualifications  of 
any  candidate  from  the  proposer  of  such  can¬ 
didate,  and  from  the  seconders  of  the  same. 

Candidates  for  Membership — Names 
Posted 

Section  4.  The  name  of  every  person  pro¬ 
posed  for  admission,  with  his  residence  and 
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occupation,  and  the  name  of  the  member  pro¬ 
posing  him,  and  also  the  names  of  the  two 
members  seconding  him,  sliall  be  handed  to 
tlie  Recording  Secretary  and  be  posted  in  the 
rooms  at  least  one  month  before  being  acted 
upon  by  the  Committee.  After  being  passed 
l.\v  this  Committee,  the  names  of  all  candi¬ 
dates  shall  be  posted  for  at  least  one  month 
before  being  balloted  for. 

Candidates  for  Artist  Membership 

The  Comjnittee  on  Admissions  shall  submit 
the  names  of  all  candidates  for  artist  member¬ 
ship  to  the  Art  Committee,  who  shall,  if  nec¬ 
essary,  request  that  examples  of  the  artist’s 
work  be  submitted  to  and  passed  by  them  be¬ 
fore  such  candidate’s  name  be  considered  by 
the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

Entrance  Fee 

Section  5.  Each  candidate  shall  pay  an  en¬ 
trance  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  such  payment  to  be 
made  within  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing 
of  his  election,  and  in  default  thereof  his  name 
shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  roll  of  members. 

Election  of  Members 

Section  6.  At  every  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Club,  the  Committee  on  Admissions  shall 
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report  the  names  of  candidates  recommended 
for  admission,  and  the  Club  shall  proceed  to 
vote  by  ballot  upon  the  names  so  recom¬ 
mended. 

Rejection  of  Candidates — Ballot  Recon¬ 
sidered — Ballots 

Section  7.  Negative  votes  amounting  to 
one-fifth  of  those  cast  shall  reject  a  candidate, 
but  any  candidate  so  rejected  may  be  again 
proposed  after  a  lapse  of  one  year. 

A  ballot  for  the  election  of  a  candidate  may 
be  reconsidered  by  the  consent  of  three-fourths 
of  those  present. 

The  ballots  used  at  the  Club  meetings  shall 
have  the  name,  address  and  occupation  of  each 
candidate  upon  them. 

Art  Committee — Exhibitors 

Section  8.  The  Art  Committee,  consisting 
of  five  members,  shall  have  control  of  the  art 
matters  of  the  Club,  and  shall  decide  what 
works  shall  represent  the  Club  and  be  admitted 
to  the  exhibitions.  Only  the  works  of  members 
who  have  been  elected  as  artist  members,  and 
are  so  enrolled  on  the  Club  books,  shall  be  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  Art  Committee  for  any  of  the 
regular  art  exhibitions ;  but  each  artist  mem¬ 
ber  who  has  been  admitted  as  a  painter  shall

liavc  the  right  to  be  represented  at  any  exhi¬ 
bition  by  at  least  one  work.  Artist  members, 
otlier  tlian  painters,  sliall  not  liave  tlie  right 
of  being  represented  in  tlie  exhibitions  of 
paintings,  unless  expressly  authorized  by  the 
Art  Committee.  No  work  acce])ted  for  exhi¬ 
bitions  can  be  removed  from  the  rooms  with¬ 
out  the  written  authority  of  the  Committee  or 
unless  such  removal  be  under  their  personal 
sn])ervision. 

House  Committee — Limit  of  Expenditure 

SiccTiON  g.  The  I-Iouse  Committee,  consist¬ 
ing  of  five  members,  shall  have  charge  of  fur¬ 
nishing  supplies  and  attending  to  the  wants 
and  comfort  of  members  and  visitors. 

They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  property  of 
the  Club,  and  no  such  property  shall  be  taken 
from  the  rooms  of  the  Club  without  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Committee. 

The  expenditures  of  the  House  Committee 
shall  not,  during  any  month,  exceed  by  more 
than  $200  the  average  monthly  expenditures 
of  the  Club  without  warrant  from  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  except  in  case  of  extraordi¬ 
nary  emergency. 

The  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  examining  the  accounts. 
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Entertainment  Committee — Visitors  to 
Entertainments 

Section  io.  The  Entertainment  Committee 
shall  consist  of  six  members,  and  they  shall 
have  charge  of  the  entertainments  and  recep¬ 
tions,  attend  to  invitations  and  be  present  to 
receive  and  welcome  visitors.  No  visitor  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  entertainments  of  the  Club 
except  upon  presentation  of  a  card  bearing  his 
name,  and  signed  by  a  member  of  the  Club. 
These  cards  must  be  obtained  from  the  Enter¬ 
tainment  Committee,  and  each  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  cards  only.  No  resident  of 
the  city  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  more  than 
two  entertainments  during  the  year. 

Library  Committee — Treasurer  of  Library 
Committee 

Section  ii.  The  Library  Committee  shall 
consist  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  the  librarian,  and  they  shall  have  charge 
of  the  books,  prints,  manuscripts  and  other 
literary  effects. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  a  Treas¬ 
urer,  elected  by  the  committee.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  all  funds  raised  for  the  specific  use 
of  the  committee  and  shall  disburse  them  un¬ 
der  its  direction. 
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Chairmen  of  Committees 

Section  12.  Each  committee  shall  select 
its  own  chairman,  and  all  business  shall  be 
done  throuo^h  him.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  con¬ 
venient,  call  a  meeting  of  his  committee. 

Committee  Members  Re-elected 

Section  13.  At  the  yearly  election  of  offi¬ 
cers  two  members  of  each  standing  ^mmittee 
shall  be  re-elected. 

Delinquent  Members  of  Committees 

Section  14.  Upon  the  report  of  the  chair¬ 
man  of  any  committee  to  the  executive  that  a 
member  of  his  committee  has  failed  to  attend 
three  consecutive  meetings,  such  delinquent 
may  be  removed  and  another  member  ap¬ 
pointed  in  his  place. 


9lrticle  III — 

Members 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  the  Club 
shall  be  divided  into  four  classes:  Resident, 
Non-Resident,  Life  and  Honorary  Members. 
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bulletin,  such  members  being  suspended  until 
said  indebtedness  is  settled.  If,  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  time  limit,  their  dues  are  unpaid, 
their  names  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

Indebtedness 

Section  7,  The  indebtedness  of  members 
to  the  Club,  other  than  for  annual  dues,  shall 
be  payable  on  the  Saturday  after  it  is  contract¬ 
ed.  If  not  so  paid,  the  House  Committee 
shall,  on  the  ist  and  15th  days  of  each  month, 
notify  the  delinquent  member,  in  writing,  that 
his  name  and  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness 
will  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the 
Club  if  his  indebtedness  remains  unpaid  at 
the  end  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such 
notice ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  such 
posting  shall  be  made  by  the  House  Commit¬ 
tee  ;  thereafter,  and  until  such  indebtedness 
shall  be  paid  in  full,  the  House  Committee 
shall  direct  that  such  delinquent  member  be 
refused  further  credit,  and  shall  report  the 
circumstances  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
who  may,  in  their  discretion,  suspend  the  de¬ 
linquent  member  or  request  him  to  resign. 

Section  8.  All  sums  due  the  Club,  other 
than  annual  dues,  shall  be  paid  at  the  office 
of  the  Club ;  and  all  sums  received  shall  be 
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deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Salmagundi  Club, 
subject  to  the  order  of  its  Treasurer. 

Dues — Resignation 

SECTION  9.  iNIembers  elected  prior  to  April 
1st  in  any  year  shall  pay  full  annual  dues,  and 
those  elected  after  that  date  shall  pay  one-half 
of  that  year’s  dues,  the  Club  year  to  com¬ 
mence  on  October  ist.  A  member  desiring 
to  withdraw  from  the  Club  must  signify  his 
intention  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  l)eforc 
the  1st  day  of  October,  otherwise  he  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  the  succeed¬ 
ing  year. 

Members  Reinstated 

Section  10.  IMembers  dropped  from  the 
roll  cannot  be  reinstated,  but  must  be  again 
elected  in  the  usual  manner;  but  members 
who  have  resigned  may  be  reinstated  by  the 
Executive  without  payment  of  initiation  fee. 

Visitors — Visitors’  Book 

Section  ii.  A  member  may  extend  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  to  a  resident  of  the  city 
for  one  da}^ ;  but  such  visitor  shall  not  be  again 
introduced  by  any  member  for  three  months. 

At  the  request  of  a  member,  one  of  the  Ex- 
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Charges  Against  Members — Appeal 

Section  2.  All  charges  against  members 
must  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  in  writing  by  the  House  Committee,  to 
whom  all  complaints  must  first  be  made,  and 
a  copy  of  such  charges,  with  specifications, 
must  be  presented  to  the  offending  member 
by  the  House  Committee  two  weeks  before 
action  is  taken  in  the  case  by  the  Executive, 
except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  Article. 

Upon  the  request,  in  writing,  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive,  by  the  person  who  has  been  expelled  from 
membership,  accompanied  by  a  demand  signed 
by  five  members,  the  President  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  Club  to  hear  any  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Executive.  At  such  meet¬ 
ing  the  action  of  the  Executive  may  be  modi¬ 
fied  or  annulled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

Disorderly  Conduct 

Section  3.  All  loud,  boisterous,  profane 
or  vulgar  conversation,  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace  or  good  order  of  the  Club,  shall  be 
deemed  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law,  and  shall  subject  the  offending  mem¬ 
ber  to  the  penalties  herein  provided.  Upon 
complaint  of  any  member,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
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of  the  House  Committee,  after  due  considera¬ 
tion,  to  send  a  copy  of  this  By-Law  to  mem- 
])crs  whose  conduct  may  have  come  within  its 
scope. 

Section  4.  During  the  months  of  June, 
July,  August,  Se})tember  and  October  the 
House  Committee  shall  have  the  power — with 
the  a])])roval  of  any  members  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  who  may  be  accessible — to 
suspend  members  for  non-payment  of  House 
accounts  or  infringements  of  By-Laws.

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  those  present,  at  any  regular 
meeting ;  such  proposed  amendment  having 
been  offered  at  a  previous  meeting,  and  hav¬ 
ing  been  posted  for  at  least  one  month.
